X»‘\v Orloarts, La., January 2. — Burlew & O’Nelirs 
.Tuggler showed a return to his best form today 
hy winning the liandieap at a mile and a furlong 
In llie easiest possible manner from Old Honesty 
and three other good performers. His performance 
was made more meritorious by bis running the dis- 
tance in the fastest time made here since the 

season’s racing Itegan. and over a track that could 
not be considered really fast, as a fine misty rain 
had fallen intermittently up to the time of the race. 

Bur lew & O’Neill also enjoyed the distinction of 
having their baby racer, ^lone, by Sbapfell — 
Onega, returned the winner over thirteen other colts 
and geldings making their debut under colors. Shone 
was aided by good racing luck, which enabled him 
to have clear sailing and a slight advantage over 
tlie others from the start. Patriot, also favored, 
w as the ' runner-up through the stretch and took 
st^Hind place from Roseburg II. The latter clearly 
slunved that he was best and but for being knocked 
^uiNiiit would probably have b€H>n the victor. A jam 
at the start caused Sea Swell to l»e thrown. Mar- 
Itsa. the favorite, was also a sufferer from inter- 
ference that 'destroyed his chance. 

Tin* steeplechase was won by Full of Fun, Flying 
Plover taking stn^ond place and Dulcian third. 
Allies stiimbleii after going over the second fence 
^ and Sotiell, his rider, was considerably bruised and 
sliaken up. After the finish th^ judges announced 
that M<-Clure would not be allow’ed to accept any 
more mounts. McClure has been riding Full of 
Fun in all his recent races and his sudden good 
sliow'ing constituted sufficient grounds, in the esti- 
nnition of the officials, to make the ruling they did. 

Glorifier, at prcdiibitlve odds made good In the 
fourih race in easy style, winning as his rider 
pleasctl. Teo Beach, a reputed Texas crack, proved 
much the best of the others and had no trouble 
taking st^cond money. 

Rural Boy repeated his previous good running 
and beat out a good band in the third race. 

The closing race W’ent to l>oubt, w’hich escaped 
most of the crowding that oc*ciirred. The entire 
field was in a constant jam from the start and 
l»y gtNMl luck ('.scaiMsl more than one sm'inns fall.

J. K. Hughes and E. R. Bradley were arrivals 
today. The latter came here from Chicago and the 
former from Texas. 

J. Ross, who is at present handling the horses of 
T. C. McDowell, will shortly leave for Lexington, 
where he will become active in preparing the string 
which he intends to campaign next summer. 

J. W. May aald today that his filly, Marbles, was 
slowly recovering and would not be started again 
here during the remainder of the present racing sea- 
son. 

The weights for the Cosmopolitan Hotel Hurdle 
Handicap, at the distance of a mile and a quarter, 
and over five hurdles, to be run Saturday next, 
shows St. Volma installed in the i>ost of honor, 
with 16T» pounds to carry. Tlie weights are gradu- 
ally scaled down to 135 pounds, thirteen of the 
fifty-one entered being accorded this impost. St.

TWO-YEAR-OLDS AT NEW ORLEANS. 



Promising Youngsters In the Stables of the 
Leading Owners. 



New Orleans. La., January 1. — From now on un- 
til the end of the sc.sson the performances of the 
youngsters will give to local racing an added inter- 
est, more than usually so this season in view of 
the f.iet tli.Tt nearly all the leading stables are 
pretty well filliMl up with young racing material. 

It is only a few years ago tliat the early racing of 
I lie juvenile brigade here was considered so miu-b 
of an exfieriment that only n few purses and no 
stakes at all were offereil for them, and the purses 
were sparsely scattereil throughout the latter hall 
of the meeting. Year by y«‘ar it has been the more 
clearly demonstratial that youngsters put into early 
training here, and «l«*veIoped throughout the win^?*r 
meldings, are more than aide to liold their own 
against the eompetitloii of green baby racers, not 
only on the western circuit, hut at the early spring 
meetings at Benniug. Aqueduct, etc., and so owners 
of the nietro|K)litan tracks, as* well as those of the 
middle west, are beginning to regard New Orleans 
as a natural early training ground for the juvenile 
division. 

An idea of the large numb<*r of two-year-olds 
here may be glenmnl from the very liberal nomina- 
tions to the stakes. A*t the Fair Grounds 78 ar“ 
entereil for the Freinier Stakes, 91 for the Carnival. 
64 for the Ladies’^ and 95 for the Rosebud. The 
National Stakes at City Park has 94 nominations 
the Martha Washington 62, the I^islana 90 and 
the Juvenile 87. The Juvenile, which is at thri-e 
furlongs, will be the first two-year-old fixiil event 
to be run for. It Is scheduled for January 2;». 
Beginning the first of the year, the programs 
at lK»tb tracks will contain an abundance of sborl 
dashes for the baby racers, although for the time 
being there may be some little difficulty In filling 
thi*se races quite satisfactorily, as trainers, in 
tbelr usual dilatory way of doing things, have 
lieen slow to claim names for their yoimgsters, and 
names must l>e claimeil and registered by the 
Jockey Club before two-year-olds can be allowed 
to start. 

While pretty nearly every owner here has one or 
more two-year-olds in his barn, the cream of them 
are, of course, to be found in the big stables. E. 
Corrigan, L. A. Celia, R. Tucker, Borlew & O’Neill, 
J. P. Mayberry, R. E. Watkins, J. H. McCormick, 
etc., all have so many likely youngsters that it 
will be strange indeed if three or four stake colts 
and fillies are not brought out here before the sea- 
son ends. While a majority of these young things 
have beim going through the routine of training 
gallops and schooling at the barrier, only the most 
forward ones have been sent along preparatory to 
starting In the early purses. L. A. CelLi has one 
of the largest hand of two-year-olds here. Fourteen 
of them are in training here, while the other seven 
are at Louisville. These youngsters were bought 
at the eastern 3*earling sales and they cost Mr. 
Celia a total of alxnit $40,000. Two of the highest 
priciMl ones, both of which are here, are a colt by 
Star Shoot and a eolt by Sempronius. For tUe 
former $6,500 was paid and for the latter $4, .500. 
The pick of Mr. Celia’s youngsters are well entered 
in the eastern stake events. 

There are three pnimisiiig Cesarions in the Celia 
eidleetion, a filly out of In Front, a colt out of 
Niola and another eolt out of Fonsolette. A chest 
nut eolt by Yankee, out of Halo is also a likely 
sort. To date this colt is said to have shown better 
trials than anything else in the barn. In the local 
sta*kes Mr. Celia is chiefly representiMl by ch. c, by 
Yankee — Halo; eh. c, by Nasturtium — Fertile, eh. c, 
by Cesarioii — Niola, and ch. c, by Cesarlon — In Front. 
It may be that pretty close to a high-class one 
will be found among these. Certainly after so 
liberal an exi»enditure for yearlings Mr. Celia ought 
to be entitled to some luck with his juvenile 
racers. 

Mr. Corrigan's Jtig kindergarten brigade are an 
even looking lot, not. always considered a good sign 
by breeders, who like to see one or two in a big 
collection stand out by themselves. However, these 
youngsters are all well bred ones, are sizable and 
shapely, and a little later, when Mr. Corrigan be- 
gins to let them down for all they are worth, more 
than one speedy ninner should materialize from 
the lot At present these youngsters look as 
though they were not being hurried. Among the 
eolts, Mr. Corrigan’ Is represented in the stakes by 
b. c, by Brantome — Lucille Murphy; b. c, by Bran- 
tome — Edith, and b. c, by Sclntillunt II. — The 
I^dy. Ill the Ladies’ Stakes he is represented by 
the following fillies: Bay, by Marta Santa — Pro- 
claim; bay, by Marta Santa — California; bay, by 
.Marta Santa — (ilcnella II.. and chestnut, by Marta 
Santa — Challie Howard. The colt out of The Lady 
Is a speiMly looking sort, and on breeding he ought 
to run fast, as both his sire and dam were speed 
marvels when in training. 

J. H. Mi-Cormick has the following stake nomi- 
nations: B. g, by Hastings — Belgravia; b. f, by 

Ben Briisli — Veva; b. g, by Hastings — St. Eudora, 
and the chestnut filly. Gloriole, by Hastings — 
Glory. The Hastings youngsters were bred at the 
Nursery Stud. As these are all well-bred ones and 
as McCormick Is one of the best judges of year- 
lings in the country, much may be expected of 
them. They have all been thoroughly schooled to 
the barrier and have worked about as well as any 
other youngsters here. Gloriole, the filly out of 
Glory (a full sister to Glorifier), though a bit un- 
dersized, is a typical racing machine. She is well-

But there will Ik* a hard fight at Albany this winter, 
.-ienato.- McCarreii will lead the fight for tlie ra«*e 
tracks. Po«dr«M>iii men are jubilant, for the bill is 
made to order for them. An iin|M>rtant meeting of 
the Jockey Club ineiiiliers will take place tomorrow. 
All this matter will Im* discussed as well as the 
date question. 

Entries to the Coney Island Jockey Club’s stakes 
are arriving fast and so far the Suburban has 27; 
Commonwealth 19; Advance 10; June Handicaps 40; 
KquaPty 27; Thistle 31; Swift 24; Spindrift, 20;

DRYING AND STIFFENING TRACK 
KEEPS GOOD HORSES IN STALLS. 



Big Offer for a Two-Year-Old — President 
Williams Loses a Horse Through 

a Run-up. : 



Oakland. Cal., .Tannary 2. — Emil Herz made the 
first big tender this season for a thoroughbred racer, 
when he offered $7,500 for Lee Rose, the strapping 
big St. Avonieus — Lavena C. gelding that won the 
first juvenile race of the year Ii> such commanding 
style on New Year’s day. O, A. Bianchi, better 
known on the turf a.s “Daggle Smith,” is the for- 
tunate owner and developer of this promising 
youngster, and will not sell his eolt for less than 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Hens is having a very prosperons season on the 
local turf and is well able financially to go into 
racing again on a big scale if he so desires. It 
Is thought that Lee Rose will change hands within 
the next twenty-four hours, as there are several in- 
tending purchasers of the youngster. 

The drying-out process has commenced under the 
present spell of good w’eather, and the track Is 
steadily growing slower and more deceptive. Still, the 
very moderate class horses engaged during the after- 
noon ran fairly true to form, favorites and outsiders 
sharing equally in the racing htmors. One of the 
interesting incidents that cropped up during the 
racing was the $100 boost of Thomas H. Williams* 
eolt, Huerfano, by AI Coney, and the sobseqnent 
letting go of the winner for $800. Tiiwasentha was 
claimed out of the second race by C. Heifers for 
$025. His own horse, Sam Barber, the winner, had 
previously been bid up from $600 to $900, and 
bought by A. Martinez, bis former owner. 

Jake Holtman will replace Dwyer as starter af 
Oakland next Mimday. 

J. O. Keene has shipped Red Leaf and Clamor, 
his two Burns Handicap eligibles, to Santa Anita, 
where they will receive their preparation for the big 
$10,000 race. 



BELMONT’S STABLE IN ENGLAND. 



August Belmont has a string of eleven horses in 
training at Newmarket to carry his colors in 
France and England for the season of 1908. Of this 
lot six are now two-year-olds sent over last year, 
ami the others have raced over the English courses 
since lieing sent across. 

The string is being trained by J. Watson apd 
is in the Palace Stable of Leopold de Rothschild. 
The only horse older than three years that is in 
active preparation for the coming season is Ix>rd 
Hastings, a five-year-old gelding by Hastings— Lady 
Violet, and accordingly brother to Lord of the V’ale. 
Four three-year-olds are in the stable. Norman III. 
and Crossbar and their performances have lM?en noted 
in Daily Racing Form. Tlie two others are Historic 
and Dame Beauty. Historic is a chestnnt filly by ' 
Octagon — Donna Henrietta, and Dame Beauty Is a 
full-sister to Beldame, being by Octagon — Bella 
Donna. Of this pair Dame Beauty is the favored^ 
(Mie so far as engagements are concerned. She Is 
named in the Derby, St. Leger, Grand Prix. the Oaks 
and the Eclipse of 1909. Historic has an engage- 
ment in the Oaks. 

Pour colts and two fillies make op the list of 
two-year-olds that completes the string. It has 
lieen the custom of Mr. Belmont to select a 
half dozen Of -the Nursery bred youngsters each 
year to represent him In England, and for 1908 the 
lot is a promising one. The colts are Solicitor IV., 
a son of Hastings — Selina D.; Laconian, a bay son 
of Octagon — Lack-a-Daisy ; Rhombus, a chestnut son 
of Octagon — T^idy ^ayon, and Bay Tree, a bay son 
of Collar — Black Poplar.^ This last-named one Is .a 
half-brother to Black Oak, the colt Imported by .Mr. 
Belmont when Rock Sand was brought over for the 
Nursery Stud. 

The fillies are Tarpaulin II., a bay by Hastings — 
Tarpela, and Sumach, a brown daughter of Hastings 
— Souveraine. 



TURF AND PUBLIC IN AUSTRALIA. 



The fact of being able to risk some money on It 
gives to a horse race a personal element that Is 
lacking to any other sport, says the Australasian. 

Tlius the Melbourne Cup flourishes, while in other 
games the public fancy ebbs and flows. It is the 
element of personal excitement derivable from bet- 
ting that makes the turf what It la, for, to quote 
the American humorist, Mr. Dooley, “If it wasn’t 
for the betting, there would be more people at one 
of Ibsen’s plays than at a horse race.” 

The turf in Australia is in a somewhat nniqne 
position. In England horse racing is a sport for 
the rich, and the multitude that follow it do so 
under conditions of discomfort that would not b** 
tolerated here for a moment. In America horse 
racing Is a business; on the continent a race day 
is merely an excuse lor a picnic. 

But in Australia democracy has made the race 
course its own, and the gentlemen and sportsmen 
who own the animals competing are looked upon 
merely as trustees for the public, and any breach ’ ^ 
of trust is resented by vocUeroos liootlngs, often 
enough unfairly bestowed. j

Among 
his nominations are a chestnut filly, by Pirate of 
i’enzancfr— I.ady Inez, and a chestnut filly, by 
Mazagan — Sallie of Navarre. 

Barney Schreiber is to the fore with some prom- 
ising* WoiRllands-hrod ones. Tbest* are a bay colt, 
by Sain— -\p{K»l Ionia: chestnut gelding, Servieence. 
by Servlet* — Innoi'encG; brown filly, by Sain — Belle 
Ward; bay filly, by Sain — Highland, and bay filly, 
by Sain — Lil>erty Star, It is reasonably certain 
that one or more of these will turn out to be good 
ones. One oj the best-tried youngsters here is the 
bay <idt. Maritza, in R. Tucker’s string, by Nas- 
turtium— Merrily. Enough of the juveniles have 
boon sent through their paces at a fast clip to 
give pronii.se of keen contests in the two-year-old 
rac<*s that will come on before the decision of the 
stakes.

VANDERBILT’S FRENCH STUD FARM. 

Great Things Hoped for from the Progeny 
of Prestige and Maintenon. 

The French correspondent of London Sporting 
Life, writing of Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt’s Haras de 
VUleUm, near Poissy. lYaneo, inenthais the fact 
that tlie ri’C’ent Englisli pur. hases Iiave arrived safely 
at the farm. The brisMliuarcs now tlicre are forty- 
five in number, 'rhere arc five sires at Villebon. 
At the commencement. Mr. V’anderbilt relied for 
the nucleus of liis stud on the marcs in* iirought 
from the Fniled Stales, among them being Elln 
Pinkerton. Electric Liglits. Ilossic (by Hano%'cr). 
I^Hiisc N. (by Luke Blai’kloirni. and Exiloua (by 
Exile, out of* Hop, by Harry of the West). Hl^ 
first .-lallion, Ellsinere, by Haiiov**r. out of Ella 
Pinkerton, w’hs Imwii at Vlllel»on in IWHb It will 
be remembered tlwt the late *Mr. Macdonald, who 
was killed in tlie Salisbury railway accident, was at 
the time the director of Mr. Vanderbilt’s stud farm 
and manager of his racing stable in France. He 
bought two French stallions, .Mplia (by Fripon) and 
Tureiiore (bv I.e Hardy), but neither so far has 
slriMl anything of great note. 

Last \ear. however, two young horses of iilgli 
promise V ere withdrawn trom ibc tin I' and s»*ni 
to vnielK'ii. Tlicsi* an* Prestige and Maintenon. it 
may be said at once that most sanguine hopes foi 
the fniure are rep«»sed in this pair and it is es 
iKxia'.lv for them dhat the recent ucQiiLsitiuns have 
been liicde in England. It is claimed with some 
of reasou Umt ITestige U the be'jt Iwse 



foaled in France since Gladialeiir. and his career j 
on the turf w^us particularly brilliant. Maintenon 
is a big-framed horse tliat eanic to liand late, and 
some of his achievements as a threc-year-old w’ill 
l>ear close examination. He is by I.«e Sagittaire. out 
of Marcia, by Mardcn. and with such a pedigree 
he is just the stamp of horse to distinguish himself 
at the stud. 

Prestige began his duties this season, the m'ares 
that he serveil lielng Hessie, Exiloua, Golden Diana 
(by Bend Or). Ix>uisc N., Buela (by Bramble), 
Salute Callatlne, Harmonica II. (by Hanover). Dido 
(by Stuart). First Sight (by Isinglass), and Sa- 
lainlio'. Maintenon has also b^n given a few mares, 
these including FYederica (by Frlpon), Nettie (by 
The Bard), and Clatterfeet (by Strathmore). We 
shall look forward with great interest to the result 
of these unious. With the new’ bloo<l that Mr. 
Vanderbilt has now Introduced at Villebon, he 
should add to his turf triumphs very materially 
in the near future. 

His horses at present in training number almiit 
fift.v. and are under the charge of the American 
trainer, William Dnke. at Salnt-Ix>uis-de-Poissy. 
George Bellhouse is first jockey to the stable. 
There are no old horses of any note, but the two- 
year olds that are likely to do well next year as 
three-year-olds are Northeast, by Perth, out of 
Nordenfiehl; FcM-esight, by llalmn, out of First 
Sight; Schuyler, by Meddler, out of Louise. N.; 
and Gambaiseuil, by Saint Damien, out of Gracieuse. 

Tlie juveniles are a very fine lot. principally by 
Halma and Illinois II. In some of these it is to 
lie hoped Mr. V’sHderbilt will find consolation, and 
also compensation, for the misfortune that com- 
pelled him to withdraw Prestige and Maintenon 
from the turf at the height of their all-conquering 
careers. I think his stable w’lll be worth follow’ing 
next season. 

W. K. Vanderbilt has no fewer than eighteen 
eligibles to the Grand Prix of 1908. Schuyler is one 
of the most promising. This colt is also in the 
Eclipse Stakes at Sandown. 

HILDRETH’S DEAL WITH DUGAN. 

The agreement by which E. Dugan rides for Sam 
Hildreth this winter is a peculiar one. There was 
no transfer of the contract on the boy and no 
financial consideration In the matter, the arrange- 
ment simply being that Hildreth is to pay Dugan 
for his services and to pay his expenses. Hildreth 
Is in exactly the same position as regards the 
crack lightweight rider for the winter season as is 
H. P. Whitney for next year — he has first call 
on his services. The report that Whitney had 
hong’it the contract on the boy for a reported price 
of $13,000 is not ccMrrect. Durnell says. The mil- 
lionaire New York turfman has nothing more than 
first call on little Dugan for the coming season. 
Hildreth will have, him until April 1, when,, after 
a brief stay at home, he will leave for New York 
to reiK)rt to the Whitney stable April 15. 

The stars of the Hildreth stable will do most 
of their racing the remainder of the winter season 
at the new Arcadia track. Hildreth made some 
late changes in his plans and instead of sending 
only a carload of his yearlings down to Los Angeles 
and having some of the older horses of the stable 
sent to him later in the week, he decided to have 
all the stars of his stable, old and young, go at 
once. He shipped two carloads of horses to the 
southern track, the consignment consisting of Mont- 
gomery, Uncle, Meelick. Rapid Water, Veil, Gene 
Russell and Tony Fanst. in addition to seven of 
the most promising yearlings out of his bunch of 
twenty-eiglit. The departure of these horses takes 
away all the glamor that has heretofore attached 
to the Hildreth stable, for. with Guiding Star the 
only one in the barn that has ever shown much, 
and the Crescent City Derby winner a pronounced 
cripple, the present available racing material in 
the bam at Oakland is very commonplace. Later, 
when the two-year-old racing begins, it may be 
otherwise, for some of the nineteen youngsters left 
there may prove to be cracks, as all the Hildreth 
j'oungsters have shown w’cll in their work. 

In taking the step he has taken, Mr. Hildreth 
disclaims that he is actuated by anything other 
than a regard for his own Interests. He has a 
lot of money invested in horseflesh and the expenses 
attached to the running of such a stable as his are 
enormous. He simply must win races and win fre- 
quently, too, and to do that he most race where he 
can give his horses the work which is necessary 
to make and keep them fit. and this he cannot do 
where conditi >ns are snch as they have been here 
and may continue to be much of the winter. He 
will be able at the Los Angeles track to prepare 
Montgomer.v, Uncle and Meelick for their stake 
engagements at Oakland and it is a bare thing that 
at least Montgomery and Meelick will be shipi>ed 
back to fill valuable engagements, the former un- 
doubtedly for the $10,000 Burns Handicap.

It wasn’t so much 
because this dark son of Africa won the third race 
at Emeryville, as for some other reasons. When 
von win and don’t know it, and suddenly are awak- 
ened to a realization, that, indeed, is the coming 
true of air castles.
